"Whereas, The system of dollar 
and cents now covers the whole of the 
North American contineut, with 
population of 70,000,000 English speak- 
ing people, be it 

"Resolved, That the Canadian deci- 
mal system of currency, which an- 
swers all purpose", be extended to the 
other portions of the British Empire, 
the pound sterling to be equal to five 
dollars and the shilling to 25 cente."

The scientific tide of irrigation is to 
tie studied rather in connection with the 
culture of fruit and vegetables than 
-With field cropg, writes William E. 
Snirthe in his illustrated articlo on the 
ways and means in Arid American and 
recently published in The Century Mag- 
azine. He says : 

California has accomplished more 
.than any other locality, and there, in 
late years, the application of water by 
•farrows has been brought to a marvel- 
lous degree of perfection. What is 
known as the redlauds system is the 
*est typo of irrigation methods known 
in the world. Under this system a small 
wooden flume or box is placed at the 
toead of tho orchard. An opening is 
made opposite each furrow, and through 
this the water flows in the desired 
quantity, being operated by a small 
irate or slide. Tho aperture regulates

Others protect 
the hills by covering them with screens 
or netting of some kind so as to keep 
the beetles awav from the young vines. 
In a New York 'station bulletin it is ad- 
vised, as soou as the vines aro uncover- 
ed, however, they should bo sprayed 
with either london pnrplo or paris 
green, using 1 pound of tho poison to 
about 150 to 200 gallons of water, with 
the addition of » pounds of fresh slaked 
lime. If it is preferred, the poison may 
be applied dry, being mixed with plas- 
ter, air slaked lime or flour at the into 
of 1 part by weight of tho poison to 
about 20 parts of plaster or other sub- 
stance used. In cases where tho insects 
continue to appear in unusual numbers 
the application of the poison should be 
repeated several times. Much pains 
ought to be taken and the work douo 
thoroughly. Tobacco dust, when applied 
liberally and persistently on the hills 
and vines, has been found effective in 
keeping the beetles away. Air slaked 
lime, also is recommended and should 
be applied in the samo manner as 
tobacco dust.

which will form a loop. When ready to 
tio a shock, put the loop over the little 
part of the tie, the loop occupying the 
middle bend. Tho large bend is for the 
finger to pull by. Put string around 
shock and draw it up on tho inside of 
sharp bend, in which draw tho cord 
tight and it will hold itself. 

The strings and ties should be kept 
separate when not in use, to prevent 
tangling. It takes about 0 inches of 
round wire 8 inches in diameter. 
The fruit hook should bo made of stout 
wire about three-sixteenths of an inch 
in diameter and about 8 inches longwhen 
made. They are also suitable for house 
painters when working on ladders. 

The object of having the hook made 
in this shape is to mako it easy of at- 
taching or detaching from a pail bail 
and have it so it cannot get off without 
help. If to be used on a basket handle, 
the bead in the lower part will have to 
be made larger a.-ordinglr. It takes 
about 18 inches of throe-sixteenths inch 
wire.

One of tho worst results of the past 
• two dry seasons in the northwestern 
states is the failure to get a catch of 
clover, tho loss of which will be seri- 
ously felt in the future. As a temporary 
substitute many Wisconsin farmers will 
.sow oats and peas, both for hay and for 
tho grain. Imping in this way to get feed 
rich in muscle makers. A good deal of 
land will be sowed this spring with 
•clover seed alone. If sowed early, on 
land free from weeds, it is pretty sure 
to grow and pre duee a partial crop the 
first year, according to The Uural New 
Yorker, which tells that one farmer re- 
ports that clover sown in this way last 
year bloomed in B0 days anil stood 18 
inches high. "This is, at best, but a 
makeshift, for in that part of tho coun- 
try at least winter grain— preferably 
-wheat — is best to nurse tho clover 
plant." 

A Worthy Innovation. 

An innovation that is worthy of much 
consideration is the determination of 
farmers and laud leasers in eastern Col- 
orado and western Kansas to go into the 
breeding business. They have discovered 
that that country, because of its dryness, 
is not adapted to general farming. Kaffir 
corn aud sorghum, however, can be 
raisi d to good advantage, and those two 
Staples are very desirable as feed for 
stock. An influx of breeding cows has 
therefore begun and the chief industry 
of that country will hereafter bo raising 
cattle. These cows are brought from 
New Mexico Arizoua and western Col- 
orado, says the Denver Field and Farm. 

A poor crop of winter wheat for 1896

Tho machine sets and wa- 
ters the plant at one operation, and 
there is, therefore, no need to wait for 
a rain. It is a very es#'llent machine, 
exactly suited to the needs of these 
men," writes Frederic Cruuefield from 
tho Wisconsin experiment station.

er, however, cannot afford to pay $75 or 
more for u machine that would bo used 
but an hour or two each season, so the 
writer quoted adds the following con- 
cerning the diLble, which The Rural 
New Yorker publishes with illustra- 
tions: 

Tho dibble, or dibber, is still the only 
tool employed by the majority of people 
who reset small plants. The first, gar- 
dener probably used the dibble shown 
at 1. 

Shortly after the first gardener's fin- 
gers were worn off, ho deviled another 
dibber by cutting off the upper eight 
or ten inches of a retired fork handle, 
aud sharpening the cut end like 2. This 
was ased forever after by this gardener, 
and by many generations of his descend- 
ants. It saved the fingers, but in tho 
palm of tho hand was a very sore spot 
for weeks after transplanting, and bo- 
sides lie could not properly press the 
soil around the roots of the plant after 
it was placed in the hole made for it. 
The roots also were bunched. 

Ono of his descendants improved on tho 
fork haudlo by making a dibber with a 
curved top or handle and adding a metal 
tip like 8. This was a good move, but 
the samo objections apply to this as 
to the fork handle. Luter on the fork 
handlo was changed for tho spado han- 
dle. Then came the improvement of flat- 
tening the shank instead of making it 
round. This was tho greatest advance 
up to that time. Tho opening in tho 
ground made by this tool was such as to 
allow the roots to be spread out in a fan 
shapo and the soil to be pressed firmly 
about them. Neither the lingers not tho 
palm suffered when this tool was used, 
but alas! for the wrist. In using it the 
wrist joint needs to bo flexiblo and en- 
during to withstand the strain.

Ono docs not 
even owo intellectual gratitudo to 
Spartans or BiEotinns. It did not 

them and the world, were not spo- 
cially devoted to sport and wore, wo 
fanoy, till the time of Philip at all 
events, oxoludod from tho oontesta 
at Olympia. It did not savo tho na- 
tion, for Grccco was utterly subdued 
by tho Romans, who gained thoir 
physical prowess in anothor way, 
and it did not keep them alivo, for 
although tho Grook may fairly bo 
held to havo survived tho Roman, 
whom ho indeed in a way absorbed, 
tho Jew, who abhorred and still ab- 
hors gymnastic training, survived 
both Roman and frreek.

Tho papers are every, 
whore crammed with tho roports of 
athletics, and a man who can make 
a "record" is as much honored 
among tho younger generation as 
ovor ho whs in Groeoo. 

It is probable as prosperity in- 
creases and tho workers gain more 
leisure th"' tho passion will dovolop 
farther, and wo shall bo curious to 
soo what influonco it has upon tho 
national sentiment. It need not bo 
a had ono, for wo suspoot that a cer- 
tain barbaricism — wo want that 
word greatly as distinguished from 
barbarism— is ossontial to tho vital- 
ity and fighting prowess of any raoc 
that dwells in citios, but wo can soc 
no reason for bolioving that it will 
bo specially good. Ono can hardly 
affirm that tho games preserved tho 
manliness of tho Greoks, and they 
oertainly did not preserve them from 
incessant, internal war.

A report lately- 
drawn np by Dr. Lombardo on the 
sulphur mines of Sicily is so fearful 
as to be almost incredible.

NEW ERA IN TELESCOPES 

Gates' Oxygon Lens to 
Revolutionize Study 
of Stars. 

Things He Will See When 
He Makes One Fifty Feet 
In Diameter. 



Gas Instead of Glass For aLen 
-Unique Way of Getting 
an Absolute Vacum. 

A CURIOUS LABORATORY. 



The study of the 3tars is likely to be 
revolutionized by a new discovery. Be- 
fore long telescopes will be provided 
h lensee, not of glass, but of oxy- 
gen gap, says the Philadelphia Time*. 
They sau be made of almost unlimit- 
id size, so that heavenly bodies 
nay be inspected at comparatively 
short range. The moon will be 
brought within a few milep, so 
every topographical feature of the 
side which it turns toward the earth 
may bo explored and mapped. The 
problem of the so-called canals of 
Mars will be solved, and if that planet 
has any inhabitants that fact will be 

certainrd. In short, astronomical 

ience will leap into a new era . 

Such aro the claims made for an in- 
vention which is the achievement of 
Prof. Elmer Gates. The beginning of 
it was simply a short piece of iron 
tnbing, in the ends of which pieces of 
glass were set . The little cylindrical 
box thus made was filled with oxygen 
gap, now it has been ascertained by 
Prof. Dewar that oxygon is magnetic 
He found that in a liquid condition it 
could be picked up by a magnet HI 
iron fillings. Prof. Gates turned th 
fact to account by converting the In 
tube into a magna', winding it round 
and round with flue wire. 



OXYGEN* INSTEAT) OF OAS. 

A gas, of course, is composed of 
particles of matter which are flying 
about, exercising toward each othc 
lutual repulsion. Thus it will be 
uderstood that the molecules of oxy 
en In the little box were attracted 
toward the magnetizing iron ring, so 
that the density of tho gas was less 
in the middle than near the riug. 
Prof. Gates used tho box instead of 
glass lens and mado photographs 
nth it . Here, then, was the discov- 
ry ; namely, that oxygen gas would 
ervo instead of glass as a material for 
?nses. Prof. Gates says that he 
iuild a lens fifty feet in diami 
which will. photograph the moon 
such a scale and with such accuracy of 
detail that the surface of our satellite 
lay be studied to an advantage never 
dreamed of heretofore . 

But this is by no means all. The 
lens of oxygen gas necessarily is tar 
more perfect than any glass lens can be 
c, inasmuch as tho particles of ox- 
ygen under such conditions as those

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Again it is an accepted truth that 
lenses of glass have their limitation*. 
Id other wordp, their usefulness in 
telescopic work does not increase in- 
deflnitoJy with bigness. Tho lenses 
made for the Lick and Yerkes ob- 
servatories represent the limit of size 
in glass lensep. Bigger ones could 
not be rendered available for practical 
•poses • With oxygen lenses it is 
quite otherwise. 

POSSIBILITIES OF THE 

Prof. Gates believes that there is 
practically no.limit to the stzo of the 
oxygen lenp. His discovery will 
bring tho whole stellar field into com- 
paratively new view, and the astrono- 
my of tho near future will be a science 
enormously more far reaching and 
comprehensive than at present. Think 
of a telescope with a lens fifty feet it: 
diameter! What might not this gi- 
gantic eye search out in the realms of 
spaco as yet unexplored ? The topog- 
raphy of Mars and tho other planets 
'hlota attend the sun will become fa- 
miliar. If there are auy people on 
the Martian orb some means may be 

n ud to communicate with them. 

reu far-off Jupiter may bo watched

times the diameter of the earth. 

Prof. Gates has been making some 
researches recently which throw light 
upon the nature of other, which is 
supposed to fill all interstellar space. 
Hitherto science has been disposed to 
claim that this mysterous element, if 
such it may be termed, was homogen- 
eous and continuous every where— I.e. 
not consisting of distinct parliclep. 
But Prof. Gates has proved to his own 
satisfaction that the ether is actually 
composed of such particles. That they 
must be definitely small goes without 
Baying; but the professor asserts that 
they are as much smaller than i 
chemical atom as such an atom ii 
smaller than the sun. If that be so, it 
is no wonder that nobody has succeed- 
ed as yet in finding: out about the na- 
ture and properties of either. 

However, Prof. GateBthiHks that he 
has made a beginning in research 
this direction. The first step has been 
accomplished bv devising a means of 
creating an absolute vacuum — some- 
thing never accomplished hitherto. 
Though the air in a receiver may be 
reduced by an exhaust pump to the 
utmost tenuity, even to the one-mil- 
lionth of an atmosphere, some of it 
still remains . A Crookes tube con- 
tains a little air. Up to now the total 
vacuum has been a mere conception, 
never accomplished in fact. But Prof 
Gaate's vacuum is absolute. He pro- 
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tains not a 
solutely nothing la it save the long 
sought 6ther. 

HOW IT IS DONE. 

This remarkable result is accom- 
plished in a very simple way. To bo- 
gin with the professor takes a tube of 
potash glass. This is an extremely 
hard glass, requiring a much greater 
heat than any other kind to melt it . 
He fills the tube with another sort of 
glass that is very soft, having a melt- 
ing point SOOdegi 
of the potash glass. The tube and Its 
contents are then subjected to slow 
heating until the soft glass is sufficient 
ly melted to enable it to be pulled out 
bodily part way from the tube of hard 
glass containing it. Tho space thus 
left is an absolute vacuum, containing 
no particle of air or any other gas. It 
holds nothing but ether pure and sim- 
ple. 

Here, then, is a quantity of absolute- 
ly pure ether. Tho question is, will it 
exhibit under certain conditions any 
phenomena calculated to throw light 
upon its nature? One thing which 
Prof. Gates has accomplished by means 
otitis the taking ol photographs in 
the dark, but ho declines to say much 
about that, inasmuch as he has mado 
only a beginning at it. An extremely 
interesting experiment is perform 
by suspending in the vacuum a lit 
metal ball on the end of a platini 
wire. The ball and wires are fixed 
placo Incidentally to the process of 
creating the vacuum. A glass lens 
used to focus the sun's rays at a point 
near to the ball. 

At the point of focus— according to 
the theory, as Prof. Gates explained it 
— the particles of ether move about 
most rapidly and i 
owing to the sun's t 
ball swings toward 
destiny. This it does every time, 
showing that it is acted upon by some 
sort of matter. Tho professor regard* 
it as a proof positive that tho ether is 
a material substance and composed of 
particles which are thickly crowded 
together, though Inconceivably minute. 
This is tho substance which fills all 
space— whose wave motious make 
light and transmit electrical energy 
from the sun to the earth. 

His laboratory is a very remarkable 
establishment. It is crowded 
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several boxes which aro filled with 
illusions of various kinds. Most of 
these are illusions of tho eyo, but there 
are others which decoive the touch, 
the taste, and other senses. Accord- 
ing to Prof, Gates human beings have 
eight senses— the sense of cold, the 
seuse of heat, the sense that a motoll 
i moving, touch, taste, smell, hearing 
ud seeing. And, by the way, he 
collection of 1,500 different sm 
good and bad, In a series of bottlep, 
containing perfumes and var 
chemicals.

ACREAGE^ WHEAT. 

The Agricultural Department Re 
port. 



Indications For a Fnl! or Nearly 
Normal Spring Crop. 

Washington, June 10.— Percentages 
of areas of wheat harvested last year 
havo been obtained from a greatly en- 
Urged list of correspondents, inqui- 
ries being addressed in particular tc 
15,000 of the principal millers 
throughout the country, to whose 
careful comparison of present acreage 
with that of previous years many cor- 
rections of the preliminary estimate ot 
December last are due. There has 
been some diminution of wintei 
wheat area owing to the total failure 
of the crop in some sections, 
ground being plowed up for spring 
wheat or oats. 

These returns reduced to acres give 
for the principal winter States : Cali- 
fornia 3,011,000; Kansas, 2,684,000 
Ohio, 2,422,000; Indiana, 2,291,000 
Illinoip, 1,900,000; Missouri, 1,418,000 
Pennsylvania, 1,239,000; Michigan 
1,202,000. Total winter area 22, 
794,000. 

Spring wheat States: Minnesota 
3,200,000; North Dakota, 2,530,000; 
South Dakota, 2,463,000; Nebraska, 
1,224,000. Total spring area, 11,825, 
000. From Minnesota the depart 
ment agent reports much larger area 
than in 1895, partly owing to the 
plowing up of fields of winter wheat 
and rye, but principally to the fact 
that farmers increased the spring 
wheal arc* at tho expense of other 
crops, considering it a better Int 
ment than oatp, rye or corn. S 
the Mav report the condition of 1 
ter wheat has fallen 4.8 per cent., that 
of June being 77.9 against 82.7 on 
May 1. The percentage of tho princi- 
pal States are: Pennsylvania, 70; 
Kentucky, 65; Ohio, 50, Michigan 
73 ; Indiana, 70 ; Illinois, 87 ; Missouri, 
80 ; Kansap, 85 ; California, 98, 

The condition of spring wheat indi- 
cates a prosperous yield that closely 
approximates a full normal crop, the 
average for the country being 99.9 per 
cent. The average for the. year 1895 
was 97.8. The average for the princi- 
pal spring wheat States are as follow : 
Minnesota, 92; Wisconsin, HI j Iowa, 
103; Nebraska, 105; South Dakota, 
111; North Dakota, 103; Washington, 
86; Oregon, 95. The percentage of 
the combined winter and Rpring wheat 
acreage is 101, and the condition of 
all wheat is 87 6. 

The preliminary report places the 
acreage of oats at 98 .9 per cent, of 
last year's area, and the general con- 
dition at 98.8, against 84.3 the same 
date iu 1895. 

The acreago of rye is 96.9 of last 
year's, the condition of sanie beii g 
85.2, against 85.7 last June. The 
acreage of barley is 89.9 per cent, of 
the area of of 1895, and its condition 
stands at 98 per cent.

2. Milk the cows In a clean, well-

pheric taints. 

3. Setting the milk to cream and 
ie cream to ripen in a clean well- 
mtilated room that may be kept at a 
w and even temperature 

4. Scrupulous cleanliness and regu- 
r temperature in the churning. 

5. Stopping the churn when thebut- 
r comes the size of wheat grains, and 

freeing it of butter-milk while in this 
stage; taking care not to break the 
grain in working. 

6. While In the granular [stage, in- 
corporate the salt evenly and
